Mrs, Goold, when confronted with tho 
icles that hacl apparently 
been used in ection with the crime, 
repeatedly exclaimed, “1 am innocent. 
T fainted, and [ know, nothing. My 
husband did it all." She‘flatly contradict- 
ed all the witnesses called for the pro- 
svcution. 

Vero Goold, who was calm ard collected, 
declared, contrary to his wife's allogationy, 
that Madam Levin was invited to tho villa, 
and that he and his wife advanced to wel- 
come her on her arrival, and offered her 
liqueur. He breughta tray with liqueur, 
and his wife held the refreshment out to 
the visitor, while he. struck the latter. 
When the vietim was dend he.and his wife 
dragged tho body into the bath-room. 

Trying to clear his wife, Goold stated 
that she retired while he finished the work 
of disposing of the dead woman's body. 

When the Muagistvate questioned Mrs 
Goold regarding thediscrepancies between 
her evidence and thet of her husband, the 
woman tried to intimidate him. She 
exclaimed, ‘1 will have England to claim 
me.”
